3 Main  Steps -Suggestion,  Bill,  Law 


A freshman  senator,  queried  as  to  how  many 
persons  had  contacted  him  to  make  suggestions 
for  the  benefit  of  Brigham  Young  University, 
said  that  just  two  had  made  the  effo;^. 

Those  two  were  probably  aware  of  Tell  it  to 
Your  Senator  Week,  since  they  both  contacted 
the  freshman  senator  Tuesday. 


THE  TWO  SUGGESTIONS: 

1.  Mark  all  intersections  on  campus  with 
crosswalks. 

2.  Vote  against  the  semester  system. 

The  two  suggestions  cover  two  highly  dif- 
ferent suggestions — but  the  same  thing  hap- 
pens to  both. 

Both  suggestions  will  be  presented  by  the 
senator  contacted  to  the  Senate  president  Rex 
Lee.  Lee  will  then  assign  the  suggestion  to  a 
committee  whose  job  it  is  to  obtain  available 
information  on  the  suggestion,  its  implications 
and  feasibility,  etc. 

This  is  not  merely  a committee  to  fulfill 
Parkinson’s  theory  that  all  questions  must  first 
be  reflated  to  a committee.  “The  committee 
for  further  study,”  has  been,  perhaps,  abused 
on  a national  level  and  in  other  instances. 

Its  purpose  in  the  BYU  student  government 
is  to  find  out  if  intersections  need  to  be  painted, 
how  many  accidents  have  happened  on  campus 
that  could  have  been  avoided  with  proper 
crosswalks,  etc. 

On  the  semester  system  a much  more  com- 
plicated problem  is  involved. 


AGAINST  SEMESTER  SYSTEM 
Complaints  were  first  heard  by  the  Daily 
Universe  that  the  semester  system  was  being 
contemplated  by  the  BYU  administration  with- 
out any  regard  for  the  student  feeling  on  the 
matter.  Several  letters  to  the  editor  condemned 
the  systeni.  Many  felt  the  administration 
would  suddenly  announce  that  we  were  going 


to  employ  that  system  and  that  was  all  there 
was  to  it. 

Others,  felt,  however,  that  the  semester  sys- 
tem would  bring  the  school  up  to  date  with  the 
majority  of  schools  throughout  the  nation  who 
employed  the  semester  sytem:  and  further, 
that  student  government  would  decide  it. 

Obviously  the  semester  system  must  be 
looked  into  from  every  possible  angle.  The 
committee  should  find  out  how  their  constitu- 
ents feel  about  the  question,  how  it  will  affect 
academics,  and  yes,  even  extra-curricular 
activities. 

There  are  five  such  committees  studying 
suggestions.  . . to  see  if  the  facts  warrant  the 
suggestions  becoming  bills. 

A bill  is  sponsored  by  one  member  of  the 
committee  who  has  learned  the  facts  pro  and 
con.  Thus,  the  bill  is  backed  by  at  least  one 
senator  who  reports  his  or  her  findings  to  the 
senate. 

TRACING  THE  STEPS 

The"  bill  becomes  a law  after  receiving  the 
majority  vote  of  the  Senate  and  approval  of 
Paul  Felt,,  student  coordinator,  and  Tom  Stone, 
president  of  the  BYU  Associated  Students. 

A bill  or  sugestion  can  be  “shelved”  if  it  is 
felt  that  any  immediate  action  would  be 
“rash.” 

The  questions  as  to  whether  BYU  should  or 
should  not  have  queens  is  one  that  will  not  be 
voted  upon  immediately.  The  BYU  Senate  has 
written  Spencer  W.  Kimball,  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  concerning  his  opinions  on  the  ques- 
tion and  have  not  yet  received  an  answer. 

Since  the  queen  question  is  still  in  the  sug- 
gestion stage,  the  committee  studying  it  met 
Tuesday  to  consolidate  their  findings  and  re- 
ceive studentbody  suggestions. 

Whatever  is  on  your  mind — tell  it  to  your 
senator.  The  school  could  benefit  by  it.
